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The significance of adult education as an instrument of 
developing the human resources potential of the country, 
arousing community consciousness and community participa- 
tion for bringing about socio-economic changes and develop- 
ment was recognised by the policy-makers and planners of 
independent India. 

In an economy like ours, illiteracy poses a great 
challenge. It is estimated that there are 824 million illiterates 
of 15 years and above in the world, out of which 800 million 
live in the developing countries of Asia, Africa and latin 
America. Over 400 million live in India alone. 

The result has been disastrous, the vast section of 
population has remained socially, economically and politically 
backward. There is complete lack of awareness and functiona- 
lity. They suffer from poverty, disease and ignorance. There 
is a feeling of complete isolation because of political, economic 
and social deprivation. 

The Scheduled Tribes form about 7% of the total popu- 
lation of the country. Тһе State of Bihar with 49.33 lakh 
Scheduled Tribes stands third in the country. These 
tribals are mostly confined to the plateau of Chotanagpur and 
Santal Parganas which account for 94.7% of the Tribal 
population of the State. The old Ranchi District (which is 
divided into three districts Ranchi, Lohardga & Gumla) has the 
largest concentration of tribal population in the State followed 
by Singhbhum District. Bihar has in all 30 (including 
unspecified groups) categories of tribes in the State, The 
most numerous among the tribes are Santhals, Oraons, 
Mundas and the Hos. The less numerous ones like Khond, 
Baiga, Birhors, Asur, Savar etc. are at a lower stage of 
development and scattered over interior parts of the tribal 
districts. The tribes in Bihar range from settled agriculturalists 
like Mundas, Oraons, Santhals, Hos to the rest and food 
gatherers like Birhors, iron smelters like the Asurs and the 
shifting cultivators like the Sauria Paharias. In term cf rank 
and social stratification, cheros, kherwars and Bhumij consider 
themselves Rajputs while the artisan groups like the Mahlis, 
Lohras and Chikbaraiks occupy a lower position in tribal 
society. Some among the relatively advanced tribal communi- 
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‚ ties have taken (о industrial occupation and also to advanced’ 
“е technology in agriculture. But nine tribesswhich аге Korwa, 
Parahiya, Birhor, Birjia, Sauria Paharia, .Hill Kharia, Asur, 
Mal Paharia and Savar have been identified .аѕ the most 
primitive by applying various indicators. of backwardness to 
their present precarious social existence. Tribals in general 
аге poor. The literacy rate of ST is less than SC. Even in 
prim‘tive' tribe it ıs negligable, Many of the tribal communities 
shave been living in isolation on -account .of socio-economic 
and geographical reasons. Their poverty.and backwardness. 
coupled with ignorance have subjected them to all sorts of 
exploitations. 

The importance of Adult Education Programme for 
human resource : development is being Seriously recognised 
which is imperative for the economic development as well as 
for strengthening the bases of democracy. 

The significance of universal literacy as an instrument of 
galvanising and mobilising the people, arousing community 
consciousness and community participation for.bringing about 
social change, was highlighted very early by our great national 
leaders.

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After independence, the role of adult education, 'as-an ~ 
instrument of social change and development, was recognised > 
and the programme was included in the First Five Year Plan- 
This was integrated with the Community Development Pro- 
gramme in the Second Five Year Plan. During the Third, 
Fourth and Fifth Plans several significant Programmes were 
launched at the national as well as the state level. These 
include Farmers’ Training and Functional Literacy Programme 
started in 1967-68,-Non-Formal Education Programme for the 
youth in the age-group 18-25 in 1975, and National Adult 
Education Programme in 1978. 

А purposeful and effective Adult Education Programme ' 
(АЕР) for the economically productive age group of 15-35 
would pay rich dividends in terms of productivity, health care, 
family planning’ and general betterment of the community 
leading to improvement in the quality of life. It was recognised 
that a socially conscious vigilant and literate community has a 
vital role in national development. 

In the Sixth Five Year Plan (1980-85) priority had, 
therefore, been given to the Programme of Adult‘ Education by 
including it in the Minimum Needs Programmes which forms: >> 
the core of the development programmes in the country. 

“The Adult Education Programme has three mutually 
reinforcing elements: /iferacy, functionality and awareness. 


1. Literacy 


In is integrated with general education which includes 
knowledge of the basic features of the Constitution of India, - 
promotion of national integration and a deepening of the 
cultural background. The participants are encouraged to learn 
about health and family planning, importance of conservation 
of environment,- relevance of science and scientific temper for 


shaping the future. 


2. Functionality: 


_ The aim:of functionality is the improvement of voca-: . 
tional! skills for more productive use of time. For‘a dry land 
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agriculturist, for instance, it implies an understanding of 
means for better care of his land, deterity in modern dry 
farming and information about the institutions which can 
provide inputs for improved agriculture. Functionality also 
includes acquisition of skills to supplement one’s income 


through village industries and industries such as poultry 
farming and dairying. 


3. Awareness 


It is a significant element of the programme. It aims at 
making the learners capable to shape their own future through 
the inter-linking of learning, reflection and concrete action. 
The participants are encouraged to know about laws and 
Government policies affecting them and іп raising their 
general awareness about the same.’ 


Implementation Strategics 


It is atime bound programme of ten month duration 
Covering 300/350 hours. It is Tun in compact geographical area. 
It covers adults of 15-35 age, especially belonging to the 
deprived section of the population—the Scheduled Castes (SC), 
Scheduled Tribes (ST) and women of rural areas and slums in 
cities. 50% of the total Adult Education Centres (AEC) are 


reserved for the members of the SC and ST and 60% of the 
total in both cases are reserved for women. 


The most important autonomous Unit in the Adult 
Education Programme is the ‘Project’ 
two contiguous blocks in a District. Each Project has a project 
Officer, A Project normally consists of 100 or 300 adult 
education centres, The project officer is responsible for 
conducting the Survey before opening the centres, meeting the 
Villagers, Motivating them and for Proper training of the 
functionaries, The Planning and delivery of teaching learning 
material and equipment at the adult education centres in time

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is also the responsibility of the project officer. Гог every 30 
adult education centre there is a supervisor who supervises and 
assists the adult education Instructor at the village level. It is 
expected that supervisor should be able to visit each adult 
education centre for which he is responsible at least twice a 
month, 

The Adult Education Instructor at the village level is a 
grass-root functionary of the Programme. The success of the _ 
centre depends largely on the interest and initiative taken by 
the instructor. An important feature in the selection of 
instructor is that as far as possible he should be a resident of 
the same village where the centre is to be opened. This 
facilitates interaction by the instructor with the villagers 
frequently and during any convenient time of the day. The 
instructor is paid an honorarium of Rs. 100/- per month and 
he is expected to meet the learners in the centre every day for 
one and a half to two hours. 

Before starting an adult education centre the area is 
surveyed, groups of 30 adults having similar socio-economic 
background are formed, and at the same time an instructor is 
identified from the same socio-economic group. 

A curriculum is a prerequisite condition for the success 
of the programme. State Resource Centre has developed a 
curriculum which is diversified and functional. 


Conceptual Bases 


“tn the field of adult education the whole focus is on 
finding out solutions to real problem, the whole process of 
education is life-centred. There is no fixed time-table or 
aclass room or a pre-designed and artifical teaching learning 
situation as in the case of formal system of education. The

Adult Education is not ап alternative, it is a necessity. 
Ignorance and poverty are two fundamental problems. 
Ignorance is directly related to illiteracy. And, illiteracy

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breeds poverty. There іѕ а correlation between illiteracy and 
poverty. It is in this context of our economic, political and 
social goals of development: thatıwe. consider vital the role of 
adult education, 

Adult Education is envisaged as ап indispensable input 
in all sectors of development particularly in the tribal area 
where participation of the beneficiaries is crucial to the fulfil- 
ment of the development objectives. It recognizes that illiteracy 
is a serious impediment to the individual growth:and country’s 
ѕосіо-соопотіс proces. While removal of illiteracy :іѕ being 
emphasized as one of the essential constituents of adult educa- 
tion, stress, therefore, is to be laid on programmes of functional 
upgradation and creation of awareness among the illiterates and 
poor regarding constraints to their development. Adult . Educa- 
tion,therefore, cannot be a mere literacy programme, but it has 
to be correlated with the living and working conditions of. the 
people. 

The adult education relates learning . to ‘living, to the 
environment—the work, the family, the community. It enables 
the participants to do more effectively things which they have 
to do normally in their day to day life-task relating to their 
Occupations, home and family life, civic and social responsi- 
bilities. The educational process is meant to foster in them 
confidence and competence to acquire and deploy new know- 
ledge and skills for their development, 

Various and varied programmes, schemes and activities 
have been floated Буа multitude of developmental .agencies 
for the benefit of the huge mass of poor persons, But, to.a 
great extent, they could not percolate to the grass-root level.

quality of life. The new definition of development concerns 
the human development and the equitable distribution of the 
benefits of development to all sections of the society. Jt 
emphasises people participation in the developmental process. 
Paulo Friere’s (1971) approach involving “Conscientization” 
and organising people around their interest with a view to 
changing the social structure seems to be the most promising 
in the attempt to universalize education and equitable 
distribution of the benefits of development to all section of 
the society. AEP is an attempt in this direction. 


Rural Development 


Development in the third world context connotes ‘Rural 
Development.’ Rural Development is the transformation of 
rural life and activities in all their economic, social, cultural, 
institutional, environmental and human aspects. 

Many definitions of Rural Development have been put 
forward, “А Seminar discussing the approaches to rural 

Asia agreed on a definition of rural develop- 


‘development іп 
ment as ‘a process which leads to a continuous rise in the 


capacity of the rural people to control their invironment, 
accompanied by a wider distribution of benefits resulting from 


ssuch controls’. 
This definition reflects three basic concerns: 


(i) Rural Development should be viewed as a process 
of raising the capacity of the rural people to control 
their environment which is more than merely the 
agricultural or economic development of rural areas. 
This includes all aspects of life: social, economic, 
cultural and political. 

(ii) Rural development as a process should continuously 
raise the capacity of the rural people to affect their 
total environment enabling them to become initiators 
and controllers of change in their environment 
rather than merely being the passive objects of 
external manipulation and control.

(iii) The concept reflects the increasing concern with the 
wider Distribution of Benefits accruing from 
technical developments and the participation of the 
underprivileged and weaker rections of the rural 
population in the process of development.’ 


Tribal Communities 


Many of the tribal communities have been living in: 
isolation. Most of the tribals live in hilly and forest areas.. 
They are culturally cut off from the general population. They 
live in scattered groups. They are not exposed to the modern 
world and technology. These communities are comparatively 
simple and have been managing their own affairs under their 
traditional organizations. These organizations are non-formal 
and each member of the community is a participating 
member. They are governed by oral traditions, interpreted 
by village elders, groups, panchayat or the community as a 
whole. Generally they are not politically motivated and have 
no political ambitions or any other ambitions for their future. 


The status of their health is miserable and they suffer from 
many ailments. 


Their contact with the modern economic system has been 
minimul. The forest is the important source of livelihood. 
Most of them are landless labourers, some marginal farmers 
and very few small farmers. Fishing. hunting and rearing of 
cattle are their Supplementary occupation. Their agriculture is 
mostly traditional. They are economically backward. Due to 
poverty and illiteracy they are exploited by government 
officials, money lenders, middlemen, contractors and low ievel 
functionaries, Their economic rights are governed by oral 
agreements, concern and mutual obligations, The formal system 
having the authorities of law enacted by the states or the 
central legislature do not have much meaning to them.”

In many tribal areas, the cultural and physical isolations 
have been or accentuated by the difference іп the local tribal 
language and the regional Janguage with the results that the 
point of concept between the tribal communily and the outside 
world gets reduced to a very few people. Keeping this situation 
in view, the government has envisaged multi-pronged and 
multi-dimensional programmes and schemes for the develop- 
ments of the tribals. 

The present study has been conducted in various tribal 
districts of Bihar state (namely Ranchi, Gumla, Lohardaga, 
Palamu, Singhbhum and Sahebganj, to know the significance 
of AE Programme in the development of tribal communities. 


Problems 


Adult Education is ап instrument for social change and 
rural development. The AEP is basically a programme of 
human resource development. The illiterate adult learners аге 
the highest input of the programme. The learner is the nucleus. 
of the programme. Success of the programme depends on the 
participation as well as achievement of the learners, The AEP’ 
has special significance in the tribal areas. The attitudes and 
aspiration of the tribal regarding the AEP are important 
factors in measuring the intensity and direction of the social 


change and Rural Development. 

Population of Bihar, according to the 1981 census, is 
6.98 crores. Literacy rate in the state has been low—19.9775 
in 1971 and 26 01% in 1981. Among the scheduled Tribes it 
is still lower (11.3%) and in case of the scheduled tribes 
women it is worse (5%). Out of nearly 1.70 crores adult in. 
the age-group 15-35, only 51.32 lakhs, that is, nearly 30% are 


6. Bhaiya, Abha, M.S. (Indi) A small scale voluntary youth project

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counted as literate. Only 2.87 lakh adults of scheduled tribes 
are literate and 2 69 Jakh scheduled castes are literate. 
This works out only 3.2% of the total literate adult in the age 
group 15-35, whereas in the state the population of the SC and 
ST is 14% and 10% respectively. а 

The number of total Adult Education projects were 
137 during 83-84 in our state in which 76 were running in seven 
tribal districts and only 61 were running іп rest 26 districts. 
The programme widely covered tribal area, because of higher 
illiteracy and poverty. Through the present study the investi- 
gator will try to investigate, how much the programme enables 
the ‘learners’ or the target group to involve themselves іп the 
process of social and economic transformation? 

Keeping these points in mind an_ intensive study of the 


achievement and involvement of the tribals in the AEP becomes 
very much necessary. 


‘Objective of the Study 


1. To study the socio-economic life of tribal people. 

2. To determine the impact of the AE programme on 
the individual learner, 

3. То measure achievement of the individual learner in 
terms of literacy, awareness and functional 
upgradation.

Population 


In the year 1980-81, Government of Bihar sanctioned 62 
AE Projects in 62 different blocks of the seven tribal districts 
of the state, which functioned during 1981-82. The number of 
districts increased from 7 to 12 inthe year 1983-84. There 
were 76 AE Projects іп 12 different districts of the tribal area 
of the state in 1984.

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SAMPLING 
1, Selection of Adult Education Project 


1.1 The present study covered 6 tribal blocks of Bihar 
state to make the sample representative of the entire programme 
running in the tribal districts of the state. 

1.1.1 It was decided to select such AE projects, which 
were running in the tribal arcas. Out of the tribal 12 districts, 
6 districts were selected. The choice of particular districts was 
made in consultation with officers of the Directorate of Adult 
and Non-formal Education, Bihar, keeping іп mind the 
accessibility and the availability of facilities to the researcher 
in such locations. 

1.1.2 There were 76 AE projects in 12 different districts 
of the tribal area of the state in 1984. For the purpose of the 
present study, only 6 AE projects were selected from 6 sclected 
districts (Ranchi, Gumla, Lohardaga, Palamu, Singhbhum and 
Sahebganj) taking one AE Project from each district. 


The Selected AE Projects, as per convenience, arc stated 
below:

1983-84 in the tribal area of the state, were selected on the 
basis of random sampling.

2.2 In each-project, the AE centres were selected on the 
basis of (a) Programme area (where the programme was 
running) (b) Ex-programme area (which had completed their 
full course of ten months). 

23 The running AE centres were selected on the basis 
of random sampling and closed (Ex-centres) were selected with 
the discussion of the concerned project officers and supervisors. 


24 Five running centres and five closed centres were 
selected from each of these projects: Tamar, Chainpur and 
Tonto, Again, 5 running and 4 closed centres were selected 
from each of these projects ic. Капка, Kisko and Borio. 


3. Selection of Learners 


3.1 While the study mainly focussed on the learners, 
it is obvious that representative ‘number of learners had to be 
selected. 

3.2 Due to limited resources, it was decided to take up 
ten AE centres from each of these three blocks (AE Projects) of 
Tamar, Chainpur, and Tonto and 9 AE centres from each of 
ihese three blocks of Ranka, Kisko and Borio. Out of these 
50% (Tamar, Chainpur, Tonto) and 40% (Ranka, Kisko, Borio) 
were ex-centres and another 50% (Tamar, Chainpur, Tonto) 
and 60% (Варка, Kisko, Borio) were running centres, 6 
respondents (learners) were selected from each of the ten 
centres of these three Blocks і.е. Tamar, Chainpur and Tonto. 
But in Ranka, Kisko and Borio Projects, 5 respondents were 
selected from each of the 9 AE centres. A centre had a maxi- 
mum of 30 learners during its course of ten months. This 
would mean. 20% of learners were selected from centres of 
Tamar, Chainpur and Tonto and 17% of learners were selected 
from centres of Ranka, Kisko and Borio. 

3.3 И was decided to select the learners from such 
centres, which had completed at least seven months of work. 


3.4 It was decided to select the Ex-learners (at least 
4 or 5) which had completed the full course of ten months, on 
the basis of their availability from the same village where 
centre were running previously, because, there was large scale 
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migration from the village to the town for employment as 
casual labourers. 

3.5 И was also decided to select the centres proportio- 
nally on the basis of communities. Tamar had large proportion 
of learners of Munda community. Chainpur and Kisko had 
large proportion of centres having learners of Oraon commu- 
nities. Ranka had large proportion of Kherwar community. 
In Tonto, the learners were from Ho communities and in 
Borio the learners were from Santhal апа Sauria-Paharia 
communities, 

3.6 At the time of the study, in Kisko and Tonto, there 
were no such centres which had completed seven months. All 
of them had started just four or five months earlier. [п Borio, 
Tamar, Chainpur and Ranka, there were sufficient number of 
Tunning centres of seven months duration. So, the interview 
was conducted in the centres Kisko and Tonto in second phase 
also. 

3.7 The data collection started from December 1984 
and ended in March 1985 in the first phase and during May 
1985 in the second phase. 

3.8 Іп each of these three Projects (Tamar, Спатриг» 
Tonto) 60 learners were interviewed (60Х3==180). Тһе total 
were 180 learners, In Ranka, Kisko and Borio, 45x 3=135 
learners were interviewed. Altogether, 315 learners were 
interviewed, There were 229 male and 86 female learners. 


Information Collected and Tools Used

There is a study on “Motivation” in adult le% 
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participation in the functional literacy programme” by Seth, 
Mridula (1984). Besides assessing achievement motivation, 
attitude towards literacy, and level of aspiration, the study 
seeks to identify the socio-psychological characteristics of the 
participants and to find out the impact of the programme in 
terms of gains in Jiteracy skills, and what is more, social 
awareness relating to environment, civic life and health. The 
major findings of the study are: А significant relationship 
exists between the main occupation of the family and the 
attitude of the learners towards literacy. They do not have 
level of aspiration which involves risk. There is little evidence 
of social awareness to have been created as a result of the 
functional literacy programme. There is а significant rela- 
tionship between the gains in literacy skills and continuous 
participation in the programme. 

A study by Lashmi Narayana entitled, “Adult education 
among tribals of Vishakhapatnam district of Andhra Pradesh”, 
is desinged to assess the problems of adult education in the 
tribal area and the impact of NAEP in terms of the achieve- 
ment of participants in 3 R's as well as the functionality of the 
programme. The main findings are: 46% of the participants 
have attended classes for 61% of the working days, and 16% 
have attended 41% to 60% of the days, the centres have 
remained open. 73% have had no previous schooling and the 
remaining have already studied from Ist to 6th standard. For 
76% the main reason for not attending classes regularly is 
heavy work, while in the case of 50% it is illness, 38% state 
that they have attained the standard of class three and 29% 
that of class one 64% have a preference for more agricultural 
knowledge and 53% want to learn more about health and 
hygiene 82% state that there is lack of reading and writing 
materials in the centres. The study reveals that a large majority 
has attained good competence in environmental knowledge, 
speaking, reading and co-operating skills About one half 
of them have developed good ability in writing, and self- 
expressional writing and about one fourth in arithmetic skills 
but none in functional arithmetic. 

The study by Mariappan, Susheela (1981) “Adult Educa- 
tion Programme of the Rural Unit for Health and

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Affairs’ (RUHSA) is the report of a study undertaken to 
assess the impact of the ten month programme on learners in 
terms of the general objectives of the NAEP, viz. literacy, 
functionality and awareness. The main findings are: Social 
activities and film-shows are effective in attracting Jearners to 
the centres. At some places the elite have developed fear that 
poor and suppressed would be awakened through adult educa- 
tion programme, and many even rise against them. As to the 
literacy components of the programme, itis found that only 
66% of the learners have been able to acquire literacy skills ог 
to raise their literacy levels. As regards functionality of the 
programme, about 63% of learners have raised the level of 
their occupational skills. the main causes of failure to achicve 
full success are irregular functioning of the centres, paucity of 
funds, lack of interests on the part of animators and want of 
amenities. 

The study, “Impact cf functional literacy in the rural 
areas of Haryana and the Union Territory of Delhi” by 
Brahma Prakash (1978) aims at assessing the impact of func- 
tional literacy programme on farmers’ knowledge about 
Practices of cultivation of high yielding varieties (HYV). The 
main findings are: The experimental group after having gon® 
through the programme has achieved much better іп the 
knowledge test. Gain in knowledge is higher among men than 
women. The attitude of farmers of both sexes towards HY V has 
changed favourably in all age-group except the 15-35 age grouP 
of men only. The programme has made significant impact ОП 
adoption behaviour їп the case of 15-35 age group of men only-

academic performance, while there is negative correlation 
between academic performance and conservatism, fatalism and 
authoritarianism. Achievement motivation, aspiration level 
and attitudes towards literacy and improved methods of 
agriculture are all positively related with academic per- 
formance. 

In the study by Guganani, Hansraj (1980) “Functional 
liteaacy for rural development: Field studies of three rural 
functional literacy projects. (One each in Bihar, Jammu and 
Kashmir and Andhra Pradesh)”, the main findings are: Read- 
ing materials аге generally unsuitable, teaching aids are non- 
existent, and supplementary learning materials are scarce. The 
primary school teaching approach is prevalent, which is 
unsuitable for adults. Supervision and guidance are inadequate 
particularly in motivating all sections of the target population. 
Though literacy attainment of learners is satisfactory and the 
rate of progress in this direction is faster, the level of their 
functional knowledge and social awareness is low. 

A study was conducted by Tata Institute of social 
science, Bombay: “Айш education in rural development: А 
study of the process of implementation т "а block”. The 
study is conducted to find out the link between adult education 
and other developmental programmes in one block of Pune 
district. The findings of the study are: Officials of the depart- 
ment of social education betray their lack of concern about 
adult education. The invoivement agencies in the implementa- 
tion of adult education programme is negligible. Their 
functionaries are neither oriented towards adult education 
programme-vis-a-vis development schemes, nor are the 
functionaries of adult education given any understanding of 
the developmental schemes. The contcxt and duration of 
instructors’ training is inadequate. The learning and teaching 
materials are generally oriented to literacy and functionality 
component of the programme. There is not enough material 
available concerning awareness. Local community leaders’ 
involvement is limited to providing space for the centres and 
persuading potential learners to attend the centres, The 
learners, potential learners and drop-outs all emphasise the 
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need for a programme that may lend to economic gain. The 
physical appearance and facilities of centres need attention. 
Mixing of the younger and elder persons is considered undesir- 
able. 

Some states have conducted evaluation programme from 
time to time through certain prestigious research institutions. 
Such types of studies are available in Bihar, Gujarat, Maha- 
rashtra, Rajasthan, Tamil Nadu and Orissa. Some of these 
studies concerning different states are reviewed state-wise in 
the following pages. 


1. Bihar 10 (а) (b), 12 


There are a number of studies conducted in Bihar state 
by the A.N. Sinha Institute of Social Studies, Patna, and by 
Xavier Labour Relations Institute, Jamshedpur. Some of thes¢ 
are reviewed as follows. 

Six studies have been reviewed in which many things are 
common with regards to methodology and findings, Excepting 
the two case-studies on social awareness, all other studies are 
based on survey of representative samples of respective 
population. 

Some of the important findings which are to some extent 
useful to this study are as follows: 


(а) Distribution of adult education centres is based оп 
the principles of opening separate centres for 
S.T./S.C. and other backward classes. However, 
there are a large number of mixed centres for all 
castes. 

(b) Physical facilities such as location, lighting, sitting 
arrangements need to be improved. 

(с) There is decline in initial enthusiasm of learners 
over the months. 

(d) Most of the learners have achieved proficiency н 
Teading and writing up to sentences, and 10 
numeracy they сап add and subtract two digit 
figures. Their performance is better in reading, tha? 
in the other two skills, In terms of functionality 
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awareness, their achievements are modest. They һауе 
however, started moving towards self-reliance. 

(c) Some of the important suggestions given by learners 
are that centres should be continued even after ten 
months, sewing machines and spinning wheels should 
be provided and adequate learning materials as well 
as follow up literature should be supplied. 

(Е) Responses of learners show that most of them have 
joined the programme primarily to obtain literacy 
skills for increasing their chances of raising their 
income; only a few say that they have joined to 
acquire functional skills; but many desire to learn 
about agriculture, poultry, sewing, nutrition, and 
health. 

(в) Chetana Sangh (Awareness group of learners) are 
conspicuous by their absence in most of АЕСѕ. But, 
wherever these have been organised, they have 
helped in overcoming the sense of helplessness 
among the disadvantaged sections of society and 
they have won their rights through collective 


actions. 
2. Gujarat 00.17.11 


There are four evaluation studies available in Gujarat. 
Three of these have been conducted by the Sardar Patel 
Institute of Economic and Social Research, Ahmedabad and 
the fourth one by the Centre of Advanced Study in Education 
of the MS. University of Baroda. These studies highlight the 
following distinct features: 

The AECs organised for ST in Gujarat get a pride of 
place numerically, being 48.5 percent of the total. Women, to 
reccive more attention, being 43 percent of all the learners in 
AECs and in certain districts they are 63 percent. 

On the whole their achievement in terms of spread of 
literacy to (3 R’s) is rather modest. In terms of functionality 
and social awareness, the achievement is maintained. 

Acquiring literacy is the main expectation of learners 
from AECs, showing that the perception of the beneficiary 
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group about NAEP has not widened іп spite of all the propa- 
ganda, because, the programme in practice lays emphasis on 
literacy skills only. 

The selected villages often have a literacy level about the 
level of the state. Villages with a very low literacy level have 
been left out. Efforts have not been made to assess the local 
needs in terms of illiterate population of villages. 


Age group (15-35), as a criterion, does not seem to have 
been always adhered to. In certain places large number of 
learners are above 35 years of age and sizeable number of 
learners are below 15 years of age. 

AECs for women run more regularly than those of men. 
The performance of women tco, is found to be higher than 
that of men. Harijans, low caste learners and deprived sections 
of the learners have done better т literacy test. 


3. Maharashtra .13 


There are only two survey reports about NAEP in 
Maharashtra. The study was conducted by the Tata Institute 


of Social Sciences, Bombay. The distinctive ones are given 
below, 


Learners have performed well in reading and writing. 
But in Arithmetic, their performance is not so good. The level 
of functional knowledge is neither too high пог too low. 
Regarding social awareness, there is significant difference bet- 
ween the level of learners and potential eligible le 


In the second survey, it is found that except for literacy 
coverage of the course content relating to functionality and 
awareness in AECs is uneven. As to the achievement in

literacy, only 28 percent of learners have attended the class ` 


four standard, The performance of women and persons from 
lower casts is poorer than that of other groups. Close observa- 
tion of Some successful AECs has shown that motivation and 
commitment of the instructors and environment of the commu- 


nity and local leadership in the Programme have a positive 
impact on the performances of learners.

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4. Rajasthan .15 


There аге two evaluation reports concerning NAEP оп 
the state Jevel and two are the district level for the districts of 
Jaipur and Jhunjhunu. All the four studies have been con- 
ducted by the Institute of Management, Ahmedabad. Some 
findings are noted below: 

52 percent of learners, interviewed, are in the 16-25 age 
group and 12 percent in 10-15 age group. The latter category 
comprises mostly girls. In most of the centres children out- 
number adults, and women above 20 years of age are rarely 
found, More than 60 percent of women learners belong to 
educated families with primary and secondary education. The 
major motivating factors for attending AECs, as stated by 
learners is to become literate. None has mentioned functional 
upgradation or raising of awareness as the possible advantages. 

At the end of ten month programme, achievements in. 
literacy, on the whole, are rather low. A majority of learners 
can read and write only haltingly the alphabets; very few can 
fluently read and write sentences. Their performance. in 
numeracy is superior to both reading and writing 

59 peicent of learners state that they have acquired 
information about modern methods of agriculture from the 
AECs, 28 percent of them say that the information has no 
utility for them; 41 percent are of the opinion that there is 
nothing new in the information given at the AECs. 

Learners were interviewed on specific items relat:ng to- 
functionality and awareness components of NAEP. It is found 
that there isa great disparity in the level of their knowledge 
on different items. On the whole the awareness level of women 
is very low. 


Tamilnadu .14.16 


There is only one appraisal ‘study of NAEP in Tamil 
Nadu available to us. The study was conducted by the Madras 
Institute of Development Studies. Most of the findings are 
similar. Some of the distinctive ones are specified below: 

The bureucratic delays involved in approving the agencies. 
for financial assistance and disbursing the funds seem to have 
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dampened the enthusiasm of voluntary organisations and their 
personnel considerably. 

The current level of resource allocation which in theory 
is Rs. 60 per adult illiterate, to be educated over a period of 
fen months, seems unrealistic. The effective cost per learner 
works to be more than Rs. 400/-, on the basis of present 
average achievement rate of four learners per centre, being 
adequately literate. This points out both to the unrealistic 


Tesources and perhaps the inappropriate strategies being 
followed. 


There is great need to explore а variety of methods to 


educate adults using different approaches to different target 
groups, 


Orissa .18 


The Xavier Labour Relations Institute, Jamshedpur 
undertook an evaluation of the adult cducation programme of 
a voluntary agency—Jana Kalyan Samiti, Jaipur, Cuttack. 
Major findings of the study are: 

The average daily attendance was calculated as 24 learn- 
ers рег centre.

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caste rigidity was futile, and that dowry acceptance/demand 
was illegal. They had reacted favourably to family planning! 
welfare programmes and were aware of the benefits of savings, 
еіс. But minimum legal age for marriage was not known to 
many. 59 percent of the learners were not aware of the 
minimum age of voting. Main difficulties pointed out by the 
learners with regard to increased awareness and functional 
development were lack of suitable materials, trained instructors 
and short duration of the programme. 
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Profile of the Respondents 


А profile of the learners attending the AECs was 
constructed. The learners were studied with respect to their 
sex, age, marital status, occupation, community, monthly 
family income, the family size, educational status of the family 
and the inducement for joining AECs. 


(1) Sex of the learners (see Table 1.1) 


The data computed in the table shows that out of the 
315 respondents, 73% were males and 27% were females. 
Tamar project had the highest percentage of male respondents 
(80%). Kisko project had the highest percentage of female 
respondents (67%). Ranka project had the least percentage of 
female respondents. The low percentage of female respondents 
was due to the fact that the enrollment of women learners 
was lesser than that of the men learners. The centres were 
mainly mixed. 


(П) Age of the learners (see Table 1.2a, 2b, 2c) 
The table shows that the majority of the learners were in 


the age group of 15-19 years (46%). Tonto project had 
highest percentage i.e. 58% in this age group and Tamar had 
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the lowest ће. 38%. It is surprising that 8% were outside the 
target group (15-35 years), the highest was in Kisko project 
ће. 40%. However, it is interesting to note that 57% of the 
females were in the age group 15-19 years as compared to 41 % 
Гог males. Ifthe аре group 20-24 is added, the percentage of 
female learners would be 75% and for the males, if the age 
group 20-24 is added, it will be 70%. Thus for both sexes 
the below 25 age group was predominant. It is interesting to 
note in the Kisko project that 7% male and in the Chainpur

The table shows that 28% respondents were Oraon 
(Chainpur and Kisko). 24% were Munda (Tamar and Kisko). 
19% were Ho (Tonto). 14% were Kharwar (Ranka). 10% were 
‘Santhal (Borio) and 5% were Sauria Paharia (Borio). The 
highest were Oraon and the least were Sauria Paharia. 


(VI) Monthly family income of the learners (see Table 1.6) 


The table indicates that the family income of the learners 
was quite low and the monthly income of 36% ofthe learners 
was Rs. 201-300. Minimum family income was Rs. 50 and the 
maximum was Rs. 875 рег month. Borio had the least 
minimum income of Rs. 50 and the maximum as Rs. 500. 
Tonto had the highest number of respondents having a 
minimum income of Rs. 85 and the maximum as Rs. 850. 
Borio stood out as the poorest project. 


(УП) Family size of the learners (see Table 1.7) 


The table reveals that the median of the family size was 
5 in Tamar, 4 in Chainpur, 5 in Tonto, 4 in Ranka, 5 in Kisko 
and 3 in Borio. 45% of the families were of size 4 or less and 
55% of the families had more than 4 members. The median 


family size was 5. 


(VII) School-going children in the families of learners (see 
Table 1.8) 


After ascertaining family composition of the learners, it 
was investigated as to what percentage of school going age 
(6-14) children actually went to schools and how many still 
did not attend schools. The table provides the information in 
this regard. 

Егот the table it is observed that percentage of children 
Boing to school in the age-group of 6-14 was low i.e. 37. The 
highest was 41 in Tamar and lowest was 30 in Капка. Only 
43% of the boys and 30% of the girls attended school. The 
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highest was in Tonto and Chainpur where 45% of the boys 
and 43% of the girls attended school. The lowest was in 
Tamar and Капка where 35% of boys and 15% of girls 
attended school, respectively. 

This shows that there is need for concentrated efforts to 
be made for universalisation of education in this age-group. 


(ІХ) Literacy status of family members (15-35 years) of the 
learners (sce Table 1.9a) 


The level of literacy іп the age group 15-35 years

(ХІ) School experience of learners (sce Table 1.10) 


The sample learners were asked if they ever attended 
schools before coming to the programme and, if they did, for 
what duration, Table indicates responses. 

The analysis reveals that the percentage of those learners 
who attended schools Previously was 16. The number of years 
in school varied 8% up to two years, 5% between three to five 
years and 3% between six to eight years. The learners, who 
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had attended schools up to class III of the formal school 
system generally attain the age of 8 years. Normally, those 
having reached class V are expected to retain literacy. 


(ХП) Learners’ attitude towards Adult Education Programme 
(Having school experience) (see Table 1.11) 


Analysis of the responses of the learners to the question 
“why have you joined this programme 2” revealed that 40% of 
them joined the programme to raise the frequency of reading 
and writing ability. 23% want to recall whatever was learnt 
in the school. 25% respondents desired to learn more 


and 12% indicate that they had joined AEP for better 
socialisation. 


(XIII) Learners’ attitude towards Adult Education Programme 
(Having no previous school experienee) (see Table 1.12) 


The table shows that most of the respondents joined the 
programme primarily to obtain literacy skills (58%) and only 
a small proportion joined it for acquiring functional skills or 


for increasing their awareness. In Tonto projects 76% joined 


the programme for literacy, 6% for awareness and 14% for 


functional skills. In Borio projects 44% joined the programme 
for literacy, 26% for awareness and 17% for functional skills. 
Among the projects, Tonto was highest in obtaining literacy 
and Borio was highest in acquiring functional skills (17%). 
Tamar and Chainpur were the highest in increasing awareness 
(33%). 

The finding shows that the majority of the 
learners were in the age group of 15-24 years, it would be 15% 
and 70% for women and men respectively, Majority of 
teenagers (14-19 years) were unmarried. 41% male and 35% 
females were agricultural labourers. 14% males and 14% 
females were attached to forest produce. Majority of the women 
were attending to household chores. The highest percentage 
of learners were Oraon and the lowest were the Sauria Paharia. 


Minimum monthly family income was Rs, 50/- per month and 
the maximum Rs. 875/- per month, The average family size 
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was five. There were 432 children of school going age (6-14 
years). Only 37% of this total were attending school. The 
level of literacy among the age group 15-35 years was low, 
‘specially among the women. 16% of the learners had some 
School experiences. The learners who had some school 
experiences joined the AECs mostly to raise the frequencies 
and abilities of reading and writing. The learners who did 
not have any previous school experience, joined the programme 
primarily to obtain literacy skills, 

To conclude, the learners attending the AECs were 
young and in the active productive age-group and according to 
them literacy was an important motive which brought them to 
the АЕС$. 


2 


Learning, Commitment and 
Resistance to Literacy 


The preceding chapter discussed the learner’s profile 
and their inducement for joining AECs. Here, we discuss 
learning situation, commitment, resistance and the learners 
performance in 3 R’s. 


1. Learning situation : Physical facilities 


Learner’s satisfaction with regard to the learning 
Situation created by learners as well as the Instructors, 
administration in the AECs, about entry of the learners in the 
AECs, the location of AECs, timing of the classes, availabilit¥ 
of the teaching-learning materials and teaching methods etc. 


(i) Learners’ entry to the AECs (see Table 2.1) 


More than 91% of the learners had joined immediately 
after the centres had opened, the lowest 89% was іп Ranka 
and Kisko where the learners had joined immediately. The 
highest was in Borio where 96% joined when the AEC started. 
functioning. A small percentage of the learners joined within: 
10-20 days viz. (5%). And after one or two months only 
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4% had joined. This indicates the high level responses of the 
target group. 


(ii) Distance of the AECs (see Table 2.2) 


Although efforts were to be made to have centrally 
located centres so that the learners could attend the AECs 
conveniently there were some centres which were not located at 
distances which were convenient. However, the majority 
mentioned that the centres were Jocated very near from their 
residences. On an average 18% males and 23% females resided 
a bit far from the centre. Only two out of 315 resided at 
quite a distance from the centre. 8% of the learners were 
satisfied with the location of their respective centres. 


(iii) Place of the AECs (see Table 2.3) 


The places where the classes were held showed that the 
instructor’s house was the most popular, followed by ‘other 
places’, meaning some important village personality’s house 
and a small percentage used temples or mosques. Generally, 
one-third of the centres in some projects, and in Ranka, more 
than half the number was in the residence of the villagers. 
This was an encouraging factor which indicated the interest 
and co-operation of the mass in the programme. 


(iv) Convenience of timing and availability of space (see Table 
2.4a, 4b) 


Most of the learners found the timing of the classes and 
space іп the centre convenient, except a 13 out of 315 who 
complained of difficulties on dark nights, rainy season, fear of 
dacoits or snakes while on their way to the centres after sunsct 
and 16 out of 315 complained about over-crowding. 


(у) Teaching-learning materials (see Table 2.5) 
Primers (54%), work books (38%), supplementary 


materials (28%), Hisab-Kitab (37%), exercise books and 
pencils (34%) were received in the beginning by the learners. 
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(уі) Seating arrangement in the AE centres (see Table 2.6) 


Most of the centres used mats and carpets (made out of 
gunny bags). 25% of the learners sat on the bare floor. How- 


ever, 95% of learners felt that the seating arrangement was 
adequate, 


(vii) Lighting (see Table 2.7a, 7b) 


The kerosene lanterns were used іп all the centres. 83% 
felt that lighting was adequate—The highest was 93% in Borio 
and the lowest was 77% in Tonto. Only 17% of the learners 
‘complained of inadequacies caused by the following factors : 

Shortage/irregular supply of kerosene ой and inadequate 
number of Janterns hindered proper visibility. 


(viii) Black Boards (see Table 2.8) 


89% of the learners were satisfied with the black boards 
used in the centres. Only 11% complained of these being too 
small, the writing was not properly visible. 


(ix) Availability of Charts and its utilisation (see Table 2.9) 


Chart is one of the most powerful teaching aids for 
facilitating comprehension and at the same time enhancing the 
learners’ interest. In the projects as a whole, 54% said that 
charts were available. Only 24% were being used and 30% 
were not being used. Highest use of the charts was in Kisko 
ће. 27% and the least т Ranka and Borio іе, 22%. Аза 
whole 46% complained about the non-availability of the 
charts and posters. The non-use of charts by the instructors 
creates hindrances in effective teaching-learning process. 


(х) Regularity of Classes (see Table 2.10) 


The data showed that centres were regularly run in all

The table reveals that majority of the learners (19% а па 
45% females) filled up the required information a (09 
address, sex, caste etc. by themselves, Female learn’ 
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тоге help from the researcher than the male learners. At the 
same time the number of learners whose schedule were filled 
up exclusively by the research was less from the female side 
than the male. On the whole the performance seems to be 
somewhat satisfactory for both the male and female learners. 
There is not much difference in their achievement of literacy 
skills. So far this particular criterion is concerned, learners 
were tested on their ability to read and write the alphabet, 
words, sentences and paragraphs. 

The table reveals that majority of the learners achieve 
proficiency in reading and writing up to sentences. 29% can 
read a full paragraph and could explain its meaning. 44%. 
were able to read full sentences from the text-book and 27% 
were able to read only a few words. The highest was 31% in 
Kisko where learners were able to read a full paragraph, The 
lowest was in Borio viz. 22%. Only 21% respondents were 
able to write sentences or paragraph and 40% had the capacity 
to write simple sentences and words. 39% were able to write 


words or alphabets. It is observation of the researcher that

3. Numeracy skills (see Table 2.17) 


The learners were subjected to a numeracy skill test 


containing some questions on simple counting, simple and 
multiple addition, subtraction, multiplication and division. It 
is evident from the table that 207% learners in Tamar can 
perform addition and subtraction of three digits and multi- 
plication and division of two digits. 37% can perform 
addition, subtraction of two digits and multiplication and 
division of one digit. 43% were able to count and writing up 
to hundred and were able to perform one digit addition and 
Subtraction. 

In Borio and Chainpur highest was 22% and lowest was 
17%. In Tonto, respondents were able to perform all the 
calculations in elementary arithmetic. It is interesting to note 
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that 48% of the respondents of Tonto were not able to count 
and write up to hundred and to perform simple addition and 
subtraction but some of the respondents were very quick in 
calculating complex subtraction and multiplication, verbally, 

In the light of the observations, the investigator felt that 
the achievement of ех-Јеаглег5 in numeracy skills was not up. 
to the mark or may be the achievement level decreased due to 
lack of follow up programme. In general, the attainment of 
the learners in terms of the numeracy component of the pro- 
gramme was not satisfactory. It needs improvement. 


COMMITMENT 


(1) Willingness of preparation of lessons at home 
(see Table 2.18) 


67% males and 52% females were in favour of prepa- 


ration of lessons at home. 33% males and 48% females were: 


against it. 
(11) Time for lessons’ preparation at home (see Table 2 19) 


12% males and 11% females prefered morning time. 


64% males and 56% females were in favour ofday and after- 
noon and 16% males and 18% females were in favour of 
evening but 8% males and 15% femals had a realistic approach 
and said that whenever they got the time, they prepared their’ 


lessons at home. 


(IIL) Duration of preparation of lessons (see Tables 2.20, 21) 


The data reveals that 14% studied for thirty minutes a 
day. 21% were ready to devote time between 30 minutes to 
one hour at home for preparation of lesson. 62% agreed to 
work at home between one hour to 1.30 hours and only 3%. 
showed their commitment for the work between 1.30 hours to 
two hours. It indicated that most of those who devoted some 
time at home in study had a high level of motivation. 
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A number of reasons were cited by 170 learners who did 
not prepare lessons at home. 58% were busy with their own 
occupations, 38% were busy with household works and 2% 
complaining about non-availability of reading materials at 
home. 2% did not feel any necessity for preparing lessons at 
home. 

It is observed that those who were really interested in 
achieving literacy, they managed to find some time to study at 

ome. 


(IV) Self-inyestment (see Tables 2.22, 23) 


Out of 315 respondents, 127 were ready to purchase 
pencil if the supplied pencil had been used up by the learner 
and the Instructor was not та position to give him another 
one due to limited quota і.е. per learner only one pencil. The 
highest response in favour of purchase of pencil was in Ranka 
(44%) and lowest in both Chainpur and Borio (38%). For the 
purchase of exercise book through the learner in similar condi- 
tion as mentioned above, the data reveals a marginal situation 
out of 315 respondents 110 responded in favour of purchasing. 
Вогіо received highest (38) and Ranka lowest (31%) position 
in their commitments. That is just reverse. But we threw one 
more query whether they could spend some money on educat- 
ing themselves. The data presents the correct situation. Out 
of 315 respondents, 127 were ready to spend some money of 
what they had on educating themselves. The Borio respondents 
ranked the highest (44%) and Tonto was lowest (37%) accord- 
ing to their responses. 

While analysing the above times, it could be noted that 
those who really were keen, managed to find some time tO 
study at home and some money to invest on educating them- 
selves, whether they were employed or unemployed. Others 
who did not find much interest, even if they were unemployed, 
they were not ready to sacrifice their time ‘and money for 
educating themselves. 


(V) Learners’ responses on encouraging friends and family 
members to join AECs (see Table 2.24) 


The table showed that the attitudes of the learners 
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towards the programme were, on the whole, favourable. The 
percentage of learners who were prepared to encourage their 
friends and family members to join the programme was quite 
high. Most of them prepared to join similar programmes in 
future if Government provides such of opportunities (post- 
diteracy), 


RESISTANCE 


(1) Learners’ opinion about instructors (see Table 2.25) 


Learners were asked about their own views regarding 
their instructors. 28% of the respondents responded that they 
‘were like a teacher, 30% as guide, 31% said they were like 
friends and 11% visualised the instructors as sympathisers. 
‘The percentage of learners for whom the instructors were as 
guides was highest in Tonto and іп Сћатриг it was lowest. 
‘Chainpur and Tonto were highest and Tamar was lowest in 
‘Claiming instructors as friends. On the whole only 28%

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| From the date pertaining to learning, commitment and 
resistance to literacy, it was found that the Ісагпегѕ were 
reasonably motivated in the beginning and most of them joined 
AECs from the very beginning. The physical facilities were 
reported satisfactorily. However, resource support was lacking 
at times. The medium of interaction, Hindi, many a time 
created problem of effective communication. 

Information gathered on literacy skills was on reading, 
writing and numeracy skill. It was found that the literacy 
achievements were satisfactory. The men scored higher than 
woman. Majority of the learners achieved proficiency in 
reading and writing up to sentences. The variations, in terms 
of projects, were very wide. However the tendency to relapse 
into illiteracy was very marked. 

As far as the numeracy skill was concerned, the results 
were satisfactory but some arcas required improvement. 

Commitments towards learning among the learners was 


very high. This was indicated by the willingness of the learners 
when even it was convenient for 


to prepare lessons at home, 
d to find time to prepare 


them. Most of the learners manage 
lessons at home and they had reasons for high level of 
motivation. The willingness to buy pencils and exercise books 
on their own was an indicator of their commitment, They 
would always find the money to purchase these two sationeries 
when they were highly motivated in educating themselves. The 
attitude of the learner towards the programme was favourable. 
They would encourage their friends and family members to 
Join the AECs.

Sources of Information on Legal Minimum Wage (see 
Table 3.3) 


The primary source of information was the adult educa- 
tion centres (66%). In Chainpur it was 72% and in Borio 
50% being the lowest. Relatives and friends comprised of 
25% and the rest was 9%. The last group consisted of Mukhia, 
Pradhan, Manik and Gram Sewak and other village level 
workers. Among the aware learners, a certain percentage gave 
wrong answers and among them were those who had said that 
this source of information was from the adult education centres 
(instructors). Hence, either instructors did not give the 
correct information or the learners had forgotten what they 
were told likelihood of the instructors themselves might not 
have been correctly informed cannot be ruled out. However 
given the importance of this information it is essential, that 
instructors should be informed correctly.

learners were fully correct in the awareness of legal minimum 
age for marriage. 61 learnere were partially correct as а whole. 
132 learners had information which was incorrect and 
92 learners were not aware at all. The highest was in Tonto, 
14% male had fully correct knowledge and Jowest was in Borio 
6%. 

In Borio no female had fully correct knowledge. The 
exactness of information showed three different categorics. 
Those who had fully correct information (i.e. knew about the 
age for men and women) were divided into 9% men and 10%

The learner’s primary source of information on minimum. 
legal age for marriage was the instructor (70%). The correct 
knowledge was confined to less than 20%, on an average for 
both men and women respondents. Here again the instructors 
were in default. 


Legislation against Plural Marriage (sce Table 3.12) 


It was found that only 55% of male and 31 % of female in 
all the projects were aware of any such legislation. However,. 
projectwise distribution showed a better awareness among 
males in Ranka 62%, Chainpur 61% and Tamar 58%. There

Awareness of facility is not sufficient ground for the 
Success of a programme among the beneficiaries. The extent 
of acceptance and finally its actual utilisation provides the 
Policy makers some idea about worthwhileness of the facility. 
The acceptance was 1€8 altogether in 251 respondents.

Government norm on family size (see Table 3.34) 


Those, who had accepted concept of family size were 
divided on their approval of the present norm of two children 
for family as the standard favoured by the state. Although 
out of 218 learners 151 learners were aware of a state norm in 
which 97 male learners and 54 female learners replied correctly. 
Others could not give the correct reply. 18 male learners and 27 
female learners as a whole were incorrect, 8 male learners and 
14 female learners accepted that they did not know. 

This section of the response and acceptance of family 
planning programme as a means of population control and 
its efficiency in reducing the burden on the nation’s economy 
points out that there is a conflict in the minds of the respon- 
dents of the arguments for а family norm and actualisation of 
the concept through adopting the methods of control because 
of certain fear and belief and the needs which have been 
highlighted in the table. 

This is further proved by the approval of the state norm: 
of small family but at the same time very low actual utilisation 
rate of the population control method by the learners. 


Political awareness 

This section focuses on the political awareness of the 
learners. An important indication of the awarness would be 
knowledge about those who are the important political leaders. 
in a democracy and in choosing them the citizen has a say 


directly and indirectly. 


Awareness of minimum voting age (sce Table 3.35) 


Of the total respondents, 132 out of 315 were aware of 
the minimum voting age for Vidhan Sabha. Projectwise dis- 
tribution showed that in Tonto both male and female responses 
were highest on the whole ie. 57% among males and 33%. 
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. а 0, 
among females. Тһе lowest response was іп Borio i.e. aon 
among males and 14% among females. Taking toget er 
incorrect awareness and no idea of the voting age, Borio was 
highest. Chainpur 34% among males and 19% among 
females claimed that they had no idea about voting аве. 
Taking together all projects as a whole, 21% among males and 
32% among females replied incorrect minimum voting age. 


Sources of Information of Voting Age (sce Table 3.36) 


Majority of the learners mentioned Adult Education 
Centres as a source of information about the minimum voting 
age (іе. 63%). This source included the instructors and some- 
times, the project officers or supervisors. However, it has 
been seen carlier that a good number of male and female 
{earners had given incorrect answers in several items. 

Hence, the instructors and wherever possible the зирег- 
visors/project officers should provide the correct information. 


Symbols of some Political Parties (see Table 3.37) 


In a democracy the citizens rule through their representa- 
tives and have ап indirect say in the Government of their 
country, the use of franchise by eligible voters is a sign of the 
citizens’ interest in political set up of their country. In our 
country there are a number of Political parties and each has 
its symbol. Some political parties arc on national basis and 
some are regional in nature. The identification of their symbols 
are very important for voters because in our country there is а 
high percentage of illiteracy and the symbol is the only source 
of identification of the candidates and pontical parties to their 
choice. 

It is interesting that tribal region of our state also has a 
political party Jharkhand Mukti Morcha (JMM). 59% of the 
respondents correctly identified the symbol of Jharkhand 
Mukti Morcha (JMM). The symbol of Congress was identified 
by learners (40%). There isa lot of confusion in identifying 
the symbols of Communist Party of India (СРЈ), Communist 
Party of India, Marxist (CPM) although the CPI symbol was 
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identified by 29%, thr symbol of Bhartiya Janta Party (BJP) 
was identified by 4% and Lok Dal by 10%. 


Sources of Information about Party Symbols 
(see Tables 3.38, 39, 40a, 40b, 41) 


The primary source of information was the adult educa- 
tion centres, 63% were those who recognised the symbol of 
(JIMM), 61% (Congress 1), 62% (CPI and CPM), 55% (Lok 
Dal) and 53% (BJP) and claimed the above fact. 


Knowledge of the name of the Chicf Minister 
(see Tables 3.42, 43) 


Total correct responses of all the projects together were 
59%. A small percentage did not know the name correctly 
and 26% could not give any name. Thus the portion of 
ignorance about the political head of state in which the learners 
live was very high. 

Only 50% indicated that this source of information was 
Adult Education Centres and 26% claimed Pradhan/Manik, 
elite of village and village level worker were their source of 
information. 24% claimed that the source of information was 
their friends or relatives. 


Prime Minister's Name (see Tables 3.44, 3.45) 


All the projects showed together more than 84% aware- 
ness. Projectwise distribution was generally 71% апа 90%, 
Except Borio more than 84% awareness was among (ће 
learners, in all five projects. 

71% learners claimed that our source of information was 
Adult Education Centres 


Name of the President of India (see Tables 3.46, 47) 


Taking the projects together 59% of the learners were 
correctly aware of the name of the President of India. The rest 
of them gave incorrect name and expressed ignorance. 11% 
indicated ignorance and 30% replied incorrectly, 
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у 58% of the respondents claimed that thelr source of 
information was Adult Education Centres and 24% claimed 
friends/relatives. 


Responces on Reasons of fayouring Candidate in Election 
(see Table 3.48) 


In democratic country like ours there is the need of 
faithful dedicated and honest men for working as good герге- 
sentatives of people but the attitude of our voters is indifferent 
and unealistic. Religions, castism and enmity mislead our 
people in selecting right representatives of their locality. 39% 
from the total respondents were in favour of their own castes. 
37% were in favour of their own religion, It means 16% were 
victim of caste/religion but 20% of the learners replied in 
favour of educated and ablest candidates, Distribution of 
projects showed that the highest was 45% in Tonto and lowest 
was in Tamar. The responses to this category of question was 
nil in Borio. 

The respondents were aware of the facilities and provisions.. 
which affected their economic, health and political life. The 
awareness regarding social issues was found but most of the 
information the respondents had was incorrect and insufficient. 
The AECs figured as the most important source of information, 
however it was very evident that the instructor needed to be 
supported with correct and upto date information. 

The responses show that the awareness of being paid less 
for their labour was present in all This is indicated by the 
difference in the wages they received and the wages they 
expected. The women were doubly at a disadvantage firstly as 
labourer and secondly as women, they received wages lower 
than men for the same work. Despite the fact that the tribal 
areas have a special Act governing the land and its possession, 
the awareness in this respect was dismally low. 

The awareness regarding health facilities was high but 
the willingness to utilize was not seen. 

Even though family size was not a pressing problem the 
respondents were aware of the benefits of a ѕтајі family. 
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Most of the respondents were aware of the fact that 
there was a minimum age prescribed for eligibility as a voter. 
But the information about the exact age was lacking. 59% 
respondents could identify the symbol of the JMM as a local 
political party. 

59% respondents knew correctly the name of the Chief 
Minister of Bihar. 84% respondents could give the name of the 
Prime Minister of the country correctly. 

The high percentage of correct responses to the name 
of the Prime Minister was due to the assassination of 
Mrs. Gandhi and the assumption of the office by Mr. Rajiv 
Gandhi. 

The variation in the awareness of issues between the 
Sexes and between regions was very wide. 
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Functionality: А Step towards 
Rural Development 


1. Knowledge and Skills acquired at the AECs 


This chapter highlights the degree of success of the 
programme in terms of functionality achieved by the learners 
in various subjects relevant to their day to day life. They were 
asked about improved functionality in their respective occupa- 
tion and the resultant increase in income or in other words the 
economic impact of enhanced functionality. Two measures of 
functionality were skill and knowledge. 


Communication Skill (see Tables 4.1a, 1b) 


The communication skill has its own importance in the 
life of tribal people, 47% of the 149 respondents were able to 
face Government, and non-government officials boldly indicat- 


ing that this could be attained after joining Adult Education 
Centres, 


Enhanced Skills and Knowledge in the Learners’ Occupation 
(see Table 4.2) 


22% of respondents had admitted of improved skills and 
knowledge and 6% of increased income resulting from it. 
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Mavimum percentage of respondents that were benefited was 
in Borio both in skill or knowledge (51%) and income 16%. 
Іп Tonto it was lowest both in increase of skill and knowledge 
(12%) and income 2%. 


Subjects learnt and improved skills and knowledge 
(see Table 4.3) 


The data computed in the table shows that in following 
subjects which were taught in the centres, the learners respond- 
ed as follows: 2 

Agriculture 72%, Poultry and animal husbandry 54%, 
Health 66% Social forestry 60%, Family Planning 53%, 
Community health 73%, Food and Nutrition 73%, Mother 
and Child care 44%, Sewing and weaving 24%. 

It is a fact that most of the instructors had an agricultu- 
tural background and training in other subjects, mentioned 
in the previous paragraphs, were subject matters of instructors 
training programmes whereas the other subjects which were 
taught in a few centres required certain special expertise. which 
would not be possible in the short training course because the 
content was not only knowledge but skill oriented which could 
be learnt only after an intensive practical training. Further 
enquity was to find out, however, those who had learnt a 
particular subject what proportion had felt that their know- 
ledge and skill had increased so that it was functional. 


Agriculture (see Table 4.4) 


he table reveals that in agriculture total knowled i 
and shiii ШЖ ЖИ ДИ Fegpectively, A 
complained that no benefit occurred from learning. In Tamat 
the highest percentage of respondents, 64% benefited in 
attaining knowledge. In Ranka and Kisko 31% of the 
respondents responded in favour of skill. Skill referred to 
the technique of irrigation, selection of seeds, timing, plough- 
ing and sowing, Profitability of cash crops and vegetables. 

Finally only 28% felt that they did not benefit from 


learning and said that the subject was not taught. 
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Poultry and Animal Husbandry (see Table 4.5) 


For effective learning a combination of skill and тн 
ledge is necessary in certain areas, 38% respondents н 
knowledge and 16% increased their skills but 64% comp да 
that the subject was not taught. In Ranka highest р 
of respondents achieved knowledge and skills (56% and s и 
In Chainpur only 5% respondents achieved skills and in ox 
only 20% respondents claimed for knowledge.

Health (see Table 4.6)

of diseases concerning their personal health, 47% of respon- 
dents attained knowledge and 19% achieved skills. Highest 
Percentage of respondents of Tonto were in favour of skill and 
highest percentage of Tamar (65%) were in favour of know- 
ledge. In Borio only 4% achieved skills and in Tonto only 


25% achieved knowledge. 34% of the Tespondents complained 
that the subject was not taught,

(TRYSEM), Integrated Rural Development Programme (IRDP), 
National Rural Employment Programme (NREP), Integrated 
Child Development Scheme (ICDS) and Non-formal Education. 

34% respondents had knowledge about IRDP. The 
highest was in Tonto 38% and lowest was in Borio 20%. The 
knowledge about TRYSEM only 42% had. The highest score 
was 45% in Kisko and lowest was 30% in Borio. It is interest- 
ing (о note that they had knowledge of tribal development 
programmes (only 19% respondents), 22% was highest in 
Tonto and Jewest 10% іп Borio. The knowledge of NREP 
had 23% respondents. The highest was 33% in Tamar and 
nil in Borio. About ICDS programme 19% of the respondents 
had knowledge. Tamar and Tonto had highest knowledge 
20% and Borio was lowest 12%. 32% respondents had 
knowledge about non-formal education, highest response was 
37% (Tamar) and lowest was 22% (Borio). 

Various indications have been taken to measure the 
knowledge and skills acquired by the respondents at the АЕС$. 

The skill in communication measured here in terms of 
communication with Government and Non-Government 
functionaries had improved considerably after the respondents 
joined AECs. 

70% of the respondents felt that the skills and knowledge 
of various subjects had improved after attending the АЕС. 
However, this increase in skill and knowledge had not led to 
any increase in the monthly income. This universe relation- 
ship can be explained by the fact that the knowledge and 
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skills they had and that which they acquired later was not put 
into practice by the respondents. 

The subjects taught at the AECs namely Agriculture, 
Poultry, Animal Husbandry, Health, Social Forestry, Popu- 
lation Education, Community Health, Food and Nutrition, 
Mother and Child Care and Developmental Programmes each 
received more than 50% positive response. 

The increase in knowledge in all the above mentioned 
areas was definitely more than the development of combination 
of knowledge and skills. The responses to knowledge about 
the developmental programmes were less than 30% in IRDP, 
NREP and ICDS, knowledge of TRYSEM and NFE were 
42% and 32% respectively. 

To conclude, the knowledge regarding various aspects of 
the day to day life like Health Care, Child Care, Agriculture, 
Poultry, Animal Husbandry, Social Forestry, Community 
Health, Food and Nutrition, Population Education has 
increased after the respondents attended the ЖЕСЕ; 


2. Awareness about Utilisation of Facilities 


A brief review of the comparative position of the six 
blocks on awareness and utilisation of the various available 
facilities would help to measure the extent of the impact of 
the developmental programmes on socio-economic life of the 


learners. 


Agriculture (see Table 4.14) 


Four important aspects for improving the agricultural 
productivity such as irrigation, seed distribution, chemical 
fertilizers and pesticides were probed. Taking the projects 
together, the awareness rate about the utilization of facilities 
with respect to seed distribution and chemical fertilizers was as 
high as 67% and 69% respectively. There was a considerable 
fall of awareness in both irrigation and pesticides 44% and 
50%. The non-availability of facilities for irrigation in the 
tribal areas was an important reason for the low awareness in 


respect of irrigation facilities. 
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Project-wise distribution also showed a generally high 
awareness in seed distribution and chemical fertilizers—the 
-a in Tamar 70% and 73% and lowest in Borio 51% and 
6%. 


Health (see Table 4.15) 


Awareness rate in various aspects of the health program- 
mes was 70% as highest and 297% as lowest. Awareness.

The services provided by the social foresting programme 
was free distribution of plants, free fertilizers and aids for 
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protecting the plants. Taking the projects as a whole the rate 
of awareness of the free distribution of plants (52%), жасы 
for plants 46% and aids Гог protecting plants 37%. The 


highest rate of utilization was in Tamar and lowest was in 
Borio. 


Drinking Water (see Table 4.22) 


The content of these areas were well, tubewell, and hand 
pump. Taking all the projects together, it showed ihe 
rate of awareness about the facilities in terms of wells 17%, 
tubewell 18% and hand pump 15%. The problem of drinking 
water in tribal areas was very crucial. Most of the tribal 
areas were hilly places so it was not ап easy job to dig wells 
and install tubewells and hand pumps. Government facilitated 
for this purpose but still the area was handicapped.

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There were usually four sources of information about 
the various facilities mentioned above. 64% respondents 
reported that they got most of the information from the AECs. 
Sources like friends/relatives, others formed a much smaller 
percentage. The later source included Manik/pradhan and 
panchayat members, village level workers etc. 19% could not 
specify the source of information. 


RATE OF UTILISATION 


Agriculture (see Table 4.24) 


Taking all the projects together, the rate of utilisation of 
facilities in agriculture were 29% in irrigation, 51 % in seed 
distribution, 56% in chemical fertilizers and 49% in pesticides, 

Necessarily there was no positive correlation between 
high awareness and high utilisation rate, for instance although, 
there was high awareness in seed distribution and chemical 
fertilizers in all the six projects. Tonto showed only 29% 
utilization rate in seed distribution. 

In irrigation, for the projects as a whole, the rate was 
29% projectwise, the highest utilization was in Chainpur and 
lowest was in Borio.

Primary Health Centre and Veterinary Hospital 
(see Table 4.25) 


In health services, the projects as a whole showed high 
utilisation rate in all items except in veterinary hospital 58%. 
Projectwise also for primary health centre, vaccination and 
free hospitals, the utilisation rate ranged in the various pro- 
jects from a little more than 61% to 79% for veterinary 
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hospital. The utilisation rate was highest in Tamar and Tonto 
(63%) and lowest in Borio 45%. But for family welfare 
centres, the highest was in Kisko 22% and lowest in Borio

Although awareness was generally high, the utilization 
of the services of BDO was only 46% as a whole.

Post Office (see Table 4.28) 


Utilisation of facilities for mailing was 49% but project- 
wise variation was very thin. It was highest in Tamar and 
Kisko (50%) and lowest in Borio (44%). For telegrams and 
money deposits, the rate in projects as a whole was negligible. 


Ration Cards (see Table 4.29) 


All the projects as a whole had 49% utilization rate and 
projectwise it was highest (55%) in Ranka and lowest (33%) 
in Вопо. 

It was interesting to note that many respondents had the 
ration cards but they didn’t use these, partly because wheat 
was given on the cards and they were accustomed to rice 
habits and partly due to lack of money ‘at the time of distri- 
bution of items from the quota.

of hand pumps. 
In Borio block, some respondents stressed that the tube- 


wells installed by the assistance of UNICEF on the road side 
were not of use to them. They wanted that such tubewells 
should be installed near the hill localities/tracks. 

The data gathered showed that awareness of availability 
of various kinds of facilities were very high, If these facilities 
were utilised, development in all aspects would be very near 
them. In reality, the utilization rate of the facilities were low 
in comparison to the awareness that the respondents had. 
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Summary and Conclusion 


The nation cannot make proper progress till we are able 
to remove illiteracy from among our common masses. It is 
а serious impediment to an individual’s growth and to the 
country’s socio-economic progress. The illiterates and the 
poor can rise to their own liberation through literacy, dialogue 


and action. 
India realised the crucial importance of adult education

In the new stratagies of development that are being articulated, 
there is added emphasis on mass education recognising the

The newer concept of development incorporates social 
advancement, equality and freedom. И emphasises people’s 
participation in development process. Paulo Fricre’s (1970)° 
approach involving “Conscientization” and organising people 
around their interest with a view to changing the social 
structure seems to be the most promising in the attempt to 
universalize education and equitable distribution of the benefits 
of development to all sections of the society. The philosophy 
of AEP fits the new concept of development. The present 
study revealed that to some extent, the adult education pro- 
gramme is an attempt in this direction. 


The present investigation has shown important out- 
comes and by-products the most important of which are high- 
lighted below. for quick reference : 


1, The low percentage of female respondents was due to the 
fact that enrolment of women learners was lesser than 
that of the men learners. Because, in tribal areas the 
centres were mainly mixed. 


2. The average age group of men learners of tribal com- 
munities attending the AECs was 20-24 years whereas the 


average age group of female learners attending the АЕС$ 
was 15-19 years. 


3. It is interesting to note that in the Sauria Paharia tribes 
of Borio project, there is a custom or practice that young 


couples live together as husband and wife without ргорег 
marriage ties. 


4. It was noted that 41% males and 35% females worked аз 
agricultural labourers. This was the dominating group 
among the tribals with respect to their occupations.

(55%) in Ranka and lowest (33%) іп Borio. It was 
interesting to note that many respondents had the ration 
cards but they did not use these, partly because wheat 
was given on the cards and they were accustomed to rice 
habits and partly due to lack of money at the time of 
distribution of items from the quota. 

Utilisation of license for shops and vehicles showed low 
rate for the Projects as a whole. In Borio and Tonto it 
was nil but in Tamar it was 17%. Some Tespondents 
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were quite motivated for taking license and even tried 
for these. But due to lengthy administrative procedure, 
they had to sacrifice the idea. 


Under social forestry, the utilisation rate asa whole 
was 59% for distribution of plants. In Tamar and 
Tonto it was 61% which was highest, while it was lowest 
in Borio. 


Regarding drinking water, the utilisation rate of all the 
projects considered was not satisfactory. As there were a 
lot of difficulties in presenting drinking water, so the 
highest response of other sources іе. stream, pond and 
river, scored 50% as a whole. In Borio block, some 
respondents stressed that the tubewells installed by the 
assistance of UNICEF on the roadside were not of use 
to them. They wanted that such tubewells should be 
installed near the hill localities tracks. In reality, the 
utilisation rate of the facilities was low in comparison to 
the awareness the respondents had. 

The rate of utilisation of the various facilities/services 
rendered under the important developmental programmes 
are satisfactory to some extent. 17% of the respondents 
of Kisko block utilised the services under TRYSEM, 
14% respondents of Tamar were benefited under the NFE 
Programme, 14% respondents of Tamar, Chainpur and 
Ranka utilised the services under the NREP, whereas in 
Tonto only 16% utilised the facilities under TDP, in 
Ranka only 14% utilised the services under the ICDS 
and in Tonto 16% utilised the services of IRDP. In the 
light of the above findings, it can safely be assumed by 
the investigator that the Adult Education Programme is 
marching towards rural development. 


Further, the Adult Education Programme attempts to 
relate Jearning to living and to the environment. 
Through the interaction of the learners with the work, 
the family and the community, it enables them to do 
more effectively the things which they were normally 
doing in their day to day life-tasks. There is close link 
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between adult education and the rural development. 
Rural development does not merely mean agricultural or 
economic development of rural areas, but it should also 
include all aspects of life—social, economic, cultural and 
political. It should note the capacity of rural people to 
become initiators and controllers of change of their 
environment. 


In the light of the above findings, we can corclude that 
the contributions of adult education programme in rural 
development are identical. 
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
